Disobedience Caused 
Saul’s Downfall, Judas 
Also Fell From Grace 


Can one fall from grace? I think 
they can, as the Bible is very plain 
on that subject. We want to notice 


some of the characters in God’s Book. 
Let us notice for a little while, King 
Saul of Israel. We will admit that God 
did not want Israel to have a king, but 
these people prevailed against good 
old Samuel until God told him to 
anoint Israel’s first king. The first 
time Saul’s name is mentioned in the 
Bible is 1st Sam. 9th chapter, 2d verse. 
It will be hard to find a better foun- 
dation to start with than this young 
man had. The first time we find the 
young man doing wrong will be found 
in the 13th chapter and 9th _ verse, 
where he made himself a priest. We 
see by this time that this young man 
let pride creep into his heart. Please 
read Ist Sam. 15, and we will find 
this young man disobeying God and 
not carrying out His Word, in re 
questing killing all the Amaleks. As 
we see in this chapter that he saved 
Agog, their king, and saved part of 
their sheep and oxen to do sacrifice 
unto the Lord. We find in this chap- 
if sere Saul tried to repent but it 
Was ... from his heart. For we find 
in verse 30, that he asked Samuel to 
honor him before the elders, “before 
my people and before Israel.” We find 
this young King now being rebellious 
and finally committed suicide. You 
will find this in 1st Sam. 31:4. 

Our second character will be King 
Solomon. Nowhere in all history can 
we find a man with a greater charac- 
ter than this man had. He was also 
very humble to start with. Reading 
the life of this great character, God 
showed him many favors. He may 
have done this for David’s sake, as 
we know that the Bible speaks of 
David as a man after God’s own 
heart. One of the first places we find 
in sacred history after Solomon was 
made king that he was to build a 
temple: We also find nowhere in all 
history anything like it. It would be 
too hard to tell the cost. Why I say 
this is that Solomon worke* thow 
sands and thousands of mén for seven 
years in building this temple. Also the 
building and the material to build it 
was gathered from all parts of the 
world, and it was hewn out of the for- 
est and brought to Jerusalem. Not a 
sound nor a noise of a tool was heard 
in all of its building. I want you to 
turn with me to the 8th chapter of 
1st Kings and please read the entire 
chapter. This gives an account of the 
dedication of the temple, Solomon’s 
blessings upon it, also his prayer. 
Now to insure it God puts His ap- 
proval upon his prayer. Also read 2d 
Chron. 7:1. Also read in the 10th 
chapter following, how God honored 
him before the Queen of Sheba until 
there was no spirit left within he 
And she said, “Happy are the men, 
happy are the servants, which stand 
continually before thee, and hear thy 
wisdom. Blessed be the Lord thy God 
which delight in thee to set thee on 
the throne of Israel, because God loves 
Israel forever. For made he king to 
do judgment and justice. Now please 
turn to ist King 11:1-13. This chap- 
ter explains why Solomon fell from 
grace. The act that Solomon did was 
to marry into a heathen nation, which 
God had forbidden all thru Israel’s 
time. We find in this chapter where 
this man stood so high, so noble be- 
fore God. We now see him bowing 
down to stocks and stones and wor- 
shipping false gods, also with seven 
hundred wives. Now dg you think any 
man can keep God in his heart and 
be married to that many women? You 
see this is the fall of this great king 
and that is why I believe he fell from 
grace. What became of him is not for 
me to say but we cannot find any- 
where in the Bible where he ever re- 
pented from this great wrong. We 
find where Jesus said, Except ye re- 
pent, ye shalt all likewise perish. 
Luke 13:3. 


Our third character was Judas Is- 
eariot, one of the Master’s chosen dis- 
ciples. We find this than ordained to 
go out and preach the Gospel, and is 
given the same authority and power 
as either of the Twelve had; to cast 
out demons, restore sight to the blind, 
heal all manner of diseases. As I see, 
it seems as if Jesus was a little par- 
tial to Judas, as He made him secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Twelve. 
Judas was all right until he got his 
eyes off Jesus and his eyes on the bag. 
No wonder the Apostle Paul said, The

Jesus’ Coming To 
Reign on Earth

In a previous issue we touched 
on the coming to catch away. Quite 
often people get the Scriptures mixed. 
We believe that Jesus will come to 
catch away His bride. The Scriptures 
we gave in our last piece prove this. 
We also believe that He will come to 
reign on earth a thousand years. Af- 
ter the bride and the guests to the 
marriage supper have been caught up 
to meet the Lord, there will be seven 
years of great tribulations such as 
were not since the beginning of the 
world to this time, nor ever shall be. 

“For then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning 
of the world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be.” Matt. 24:21. 


“When the Son of man shall come 
in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: And before him 
shall be gathered all nations: and he 
shall separate them one from another, 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep from 
the goats.” Matt. 25:31, 32. 

We believe that these verses strictly 
apply to His coming to reign a thou- 
sand years. We believe that the great 
tribulations will last for seven years. 
When the church age will end and the 
seven years begin, is nowhere reveal- 
ed. The duration can’t be but seven 
years. We believe that the beast will 
come first as the church is raptured, 
according to Rev. 6:2. “And I saw, 
and behold a white horse: and he that 
sat on him had a bow; and a crown 
was given unto him: and he went 
forth conquering, and to conquer.” 
Now we are sure that this verse ap- 
plies to the beast and that he will 
make a covenant with the Jews. They 
will receive Him as their Christ. 

“And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease, 
and for the overspreading of abomina 
tions he shall make it desolate, even 
until the consummation, and that de- 
termined shall be poured upon the de- 
solate.” Dan. 9:27. 


This verse fully describes the beast 
covenant with the Jews. The Jews 
will be deceived. He will make them 
think that he is the Messiah, but in 
the midst of the week, the first three 
and one half years, this beast will 
change his attitude. He _ will first 
come with a lamb-like spirit and will 
deceive those who are left upon the 
earth. 


And in the latter time of their 
kingdom when the transgressors are 
come to the full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding dark 
sentences, shall stand up. And _ his 
power shall be mighty, but not by his 
own power: and he shall destroy won- 
derfully, and shall prosper, and prac- 
tice, and shall destroy the mighty and 
the holy people. And through his 
policy also he shall cause craft to prus 
per in his hand; and he shall mag- 
nify himself in his heart, and by 
peace shall destroy many: he shall 
also stand up against the Prince of 
princes; but he shall be broken with- 
out hand.” Dan. 8:23-25. 

We believe that this fully describes 
the awful deception that the beast 
will wield over the worldly powers, 
but in the midst of this week he will 
change the order of the temple ser 
vice and will demand that the Jews 
worship according to his ideas. He 
will try to force them to offer on the 
altar for sacrifice, the abominable 
things. 

History tells us that Antiochus 
Epiphanes was the greatest persecutor 
of the Jews. He tried to make the 





Jews offer hog meat on the altars, 
which they refused to do, and he haa 
them killed by the thousands. With 
this awful beast will arise all the 
power of the first, and in the midst 
of the week he will be so cruel that 
the Jews will break their covenant 
with him. The two prophets will come 
and bring a Holy Ghost message to 
the Jews and they will accept the Gos- 
pel and thousands of them will be 
slain by the beast for their gebellion. 

The great tribulations will continue 
for three and one half years after the 
covenant is broken with him by the 
Jews. There will be great disturbances. 
All the armies of the world will be 
gathered at Jerusalem, there to over- 
come the Jews and those who rebelled 
against this beastly power. Just as 
the Antichrist has power to destroy 
the two prophets and to kill all those 
who are not sealed by God’s power, 
right at the end of the seven years, 
Jesus will come on the clouds of 
Heaven, with all the host of Heaven 
with Him, and wili destroy all the 
enemies of righteousness, with the 
brightness of His coming. In other 
wards, there will be such consterna- 
tion and excitement at His coming to 
reign a thousand years that the wick- 
ed on earth will slay one another. 
“And then shall that Wicked One be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his 
coming: Even him, whose coming is 
after the working of Satan with all 
power and signs and lying wonders. 
And with all deceivableness of un- 
righteousness in them that perish; be- 
cause they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved.” 2 
Thess. 2:8-10. 

This predicts the. final destruction 
of the Gentile world powers. After 
they are gathered at Jerusalem to 
fight against God’s people, Jesus will 
come and destroy them. 

Referring to Matt. 25:31: After the 
beast has run his course and has de 
ceived the people, and even the Jews 
for a short period, Jesus will come and 
gather all nations before Him, as He 
sits on His Father David’s throne. 
Now, if you will notice, this is inthe 
plural. It is nations and not individ- 
uals spoken of. These sheep nations 
will be those who have been kind to 
God’s people, the Jews, for Jesus said, 
as oft as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me. When Jesus 
speaks of His brethren, He always 
has reference to the Jews. * 

During the great tribujation, when 
all nations will be gathered at Jeru- 
salem there wili be many Christian 
nations that will administer to the 
Jews in their afflictions, visiting them 
while they are in prison, giving them 
food and clothes, but the goat 
nations who hate the Jews, will be 
termed as those who are cursed. After 
this judgment, Jesus will set up His 
thousand years reign, bringing all the 
host of Heaven with Him. This will 
be a great and glorious time for all 
those who have lived so they will 
merit this blessing. 

There are two great classes, pre and 
post millennium. The pre-millennialist 
teaches that the Lord Jesus Christ will 
return to earth, overthrow the satanic 
power of ungodly governments, estab- 
lish a kingdom of righteousness and 
have a reign of a thousand years of 
peace with His church and all the 
raptured saints, and with the Jews

Paul Declared We Are 
Members of His body, 
of His flesh and bones

The first bride (or wife) we read of 
in the Bible, was Eve, and she was the 
bride (or wife) of the first man 
Adam, At 1 Cor. 15:45, Jesus is called 
the second, or last man Adam. Eph. 
1:22, 23, says, “And (God) hath put 
all things under his (Jesus’) feet, and 
gave him to be the head over all 
things to the church, which is his 
body, the fulness of him that filleth 
all in all.” Eph. 5:23, “For the hus- 
band is the head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the head of the church.” 
Col. 1:18, “And he is the head of the 
body, the church.” 





Now at Gen. 2:21 we find that the 
Lord God caused a deep sleep to fall 
on Adam, and He took one of his ribs, 
and the rib which the Lord God had 
taken from man made he a woman, 
and brought her unto the man. V. 23, 
“And Adam said, This is now bone of 
my bone, and flesh of my flesh: she 
shall be called Woman, because she 
was taken out of Man.” So we find 
that Adam’s wife (or bride) was taken 
out of his body. 


We find in 1 Cor. 15:45 that the 
first man was Adam and the last man 
a quickening spirit. V. 47 says .that 
the second Adam was the Lord from 
heaven, and we know the Bible teach- 
es that the second Adam is Jesus. The 
first man Adam declares that his wife 
(bride) was taken from his body, so 
the bride of Christ will be taken out 
of His body, the church. Paul declares 
at Eph. 5:30, that we are meer 
His body, of His flesh and of

bones. Some people think the whole~ 


church will be the bride, but that does 
not accord with the Bible. The church 
is His body, and according to the 
Scriptures, the bride is to be taken 
out of the church, His body. 

A marriage supper is always com- 
posed of others beside the bridegroom 
and bride. The Bible speaks of the 
friend of the bridegroom who rejoices 
at’ the voice of the bridegroom. Job 
3:29. The wise virgins in Matt. u 
and elsewhere, cannot be the  br-de. 
Let’s turn to Psa. 45, in which we 
find the marriage of Jesus typified by 
the marriage of Solomon. First the 
Psalmist speaks of his might, glory, 
majesty, truth and _ righteousness, 
then of his arrows being sharp in the 
heart of the king’s enemies, and so 
on down to the ninth verse, “King’s 
daughters were among thy honorable 
women.” We notice that he uses the 
plural number, daughters. Then the 
queen (the bride) stood on his right 
hand in gold of Ophir (proverbially 
known as the finest, best), and in 
verse 13 we find, “The king’s daugh- 
ter (not daughters) is all glorious 
within: her clothing is of wrought 
gold. She (not they) shall be brought 
unto the king in raiment of needle- 
work: the virgins her companions that 
follow (come after) her shall be 


brought unto thee.” These virgins rep-- 


resent the five wise virgins spoken of 
in Matt. 25:2. Psa. 45:15, “With glad- 
ness and rejoicing shall they be 
brought: they shall enter into the 
king’s palace.” “There are threescore 
queens, and fourscore concubines, and 
virgins without number. My dove, MY 
undefiled is but one; she is the only 
one of her mother, she is the choice 
one of her that bare her. The daugh- 
ters saw her, and blessed her; yea, 
the queens and the concubines, and 
they praised her,’ Song of Solomon 
6:8,9. So we see there is a difference 
between the queen and queens. The 
queen is the choice one and by read- 
ing the Scriptures we find that she 
sat on the throne by the king at times. 
1 Kings 2:19. The one that bare her 
made a choice between her and the 
others that were born of her. There 
must be more than one before a choice 
can be made. 


At John 3:29 John the Baptist 
speaks of the friend of the bridegroom. 
Jesus (the bridegroom) says, “Ye are 
my friends, if ye do whatsoever 1 
command you.” John 15:14. But they 
are not the queen, nor virgins, but 
friends of the bridegroom, so we know 
that all who are at the marriage sup- 
per are not the bride, but are those 
who have honored the _ invitation 
enough to come to the supper and put 
the wedding garment on. In Matt. 
22:11, 12 we find a fellow who had not 
honored the invitation enough to put 
on the wedding garment, and so he 
was thrust out.

lives for the cause during the tribu- 
lations, or before, and Jerusalem will 
be the capital. Post-millennialists, for 
the most. part, hold that the presence 
and preaching of the Gospel will re- 
sult in the conversion of the world 
and will usher in righteousness and a 
government of justice and peace to 
last a thousand years, after which the 
Lord will return for a general judg- 
ment, an introduction of an eternal 
state. 

It is well to have these views of the 
millennium clearly in mind. Contrary 
to the post-millennialist’s view, the 
literal reign of Christ with His saints, 
for a thousand years, is plainly stat- 
ed in the 20th chapter of Revelation, 
six times. 

“And I saw an angel come down 
from heaven, having the key of the 
bottomless pit and a great chain in 
his hand. And he laid hold on the drag- 
on, that old serpent, which is the 
Devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years, And cast him into the 
bottomless pit, and shut him up, and 
set a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be _ fulfilled: 
and after that he must be loosed a 
little season. And I saw thrones, and 
they sat upon them, and judgment 
was given unto them: and I saw the 
souls of them that were beheaded for 
the witness of Jesus, and for the word 
of God, and which had not worship- 
ped the beast, neither had received 
his mark upon their foreheads, or in 
their hands; and they lived and reign- 
ed with Christ a thousand years. But 
the rest of the dead lived not again 
until the thousand years were finish- 
ed. This is the first resurrection.

Gen. 2. This was founded not only the 
weeks of rest days, but also the weeks 
under Pentecost. Lev. 23:15,16. The 
weeks of months with the atonement 
and seven days feast of the tabernacle 
in the seven month, Lev. 23:27,28. 
The week of years ended with the 
sabatic years. Lev. 25:24. The week 
of weeks of years ended with the 
seventh sabatic year and followed by 
the year of jubilee. Lev. 25:8-12. Even 
the duration of Israel’s great punish- 
ment was based upon this law of the 
sevens.
